The  Franchise  Committee  was 
asked  to  have  the  Consolidated  Trac¬ 
tion  Company  stop  cars  at  the  south 
corner  of  Washington  Avenue,  and 
also  at  the  crossing  north  of  the 
Suburban  tracks  instead  of  at  tbe 
crossing  opposite  the  bank. 

Committeeman  Albinson  moved 
that  any  policeman  who  should  elec¬ 
tioneer  be  dismissed  from  the  force. 

“If  they  are  not  on  duty,"  said  Mr 
Fisher,  “you  can’t  stop  them." 

“On  or  off  duty,”  Mr.  Albinson  de¬ 
clared,  “it  is  not 'proper.” 

The  motion  was  not  put  to  a  vote. 

Tbe  application  for  a  flagstone 
sidewalk  on  the  south  side  of  Wash¬ 
ing  toti  Street  from  Thomas  Street  to 
the  railroad  was  granted,  with  a 
crosswalk  at  Mechanic  Street. 

Mr.  Fisher  recommended  that  the 
surplus  dirt  from  the  sewer  trench  on 
Montgomery  Street  be  put  in  Berke¬ 
ley  Avenue. 

Mr  Haskell  called  attention  to  tbe 
re  location  of  the  crosswalk  at  Broad 
and  Maple  Streets  mads  necessary  on 
account  of  the  new  railroad  bridge. 
A  majority  of  the  residents  of  Maple 
Street  prefer  to  have  this  crosswalk 
remain  where  it  is.  There  is  a  walk 
across  Maple  Street  at  this  point.

The  following  is  recommended  as 
food  that  would  be  nutrition*  for  one 
Buffering  from  chronic  consumption, 
ttace  ordinary  foods  had  become  repug¬ 
nant:  One  hard  boiled  egg.  which  when 
perfectly  cold  is  pressed  through  a  sieve 
eo  that  the  albumen  and  hard  yolk  may 
be  thoroughly  triturated;  then  add  to 
this  by  thorough  stirring  two  heaping 
tablespoonfuls  of  perfectly  roasted  pea¬ 
nuts  which  have  been  ground  or  chop¬ 
ped  very  tine.  This  will  make  two  in¬ 
termediate  meals,  say  one  at  11a  m. 
and  one  at  4  p.  m  A  cracker  or  glass 
of  hot  milk  will  help  the  ingestion  and 
secnxe  perfect  nutrition. — Hygienic  Gn-
